From March 19 to April 17, 1982, Jancar/Kuhlenschmidt Gallery will present a 
photographic work by Christopher Williams. 

What the world supplies to myth is an historical reality, defined, 
even if this goes back quite a while, by the way in which men have 
produced or used it; and what myth gives in return is a natural image 
of this reality. 

Roland Barthes, Mythologies 

Institutionalized representation is made possible by many agencies found 
within a culture that demands the insistent, and often critically disengaged, 
bombardment of its self-image: an image not found in its natural state but 
made to specification. From individual practitioner to conglomerate, from 
encyclopedia to cinema house, from connoisseur to mass audience; images are 
produced, delivered and consumed according to a strict set of codes regulated 
by the culture industry. 

The work currently on exhibit attempts to force the cultural image into 
a position where the machinations at work in the production of its meaning 
may be exposed. Fundamentally, all textual information is physically separa¬ 
ted from image. Text is confined to the gallery announcement card while 
image is displayed in the gallery. Through this act of severence, the power 
of the caption is made a point of focus; the disembodied text provides the 
program both for constructing the work and for reconstructing its conditions 
for existence. The text is in four parts: Source, Conditions for Selection, 
Technical Treatment and Presentation. The Photographic Archive at the John 
F. Kennedy Library is both the source for and a collaborator in the selection 
of the images used. The Conditions for Selection are determined and requested 
by the artist; the request is fulfilled by the archive. Once received, the 
photographs are subjected to three processes of Technical Treatment: rephotog¬ 
raphy, enlargement and cropping; operations which generally contribute to the 
conditions under which meaning is brought to closure, but here are used in 
an arbitrary, but not inconsequential, manner which denies the fixity of 
meaning. The remainder of the text is concerned with Presentation: when, where 
and by whom the work is displayed. The photographs are mounted, matted, 
framed and installed according to traditional methods of photographic pres¬ 
entation. In the absence of an immediate text, the rhetoric of this display 
becomes isolated, seen as a discrete element in the construction of the work, 
and not absorbed by a homogeneous, seamless reception. Thus, two delivery 
systems are paralleled: the announcement card and the form of the display 
itself. 

In a way, subjects always have a certain naivety, they are some¬ 
what lacking in qualities. Empty, they are in some sort sufficient 
to themselves. Only the social gest (criticism, strategy, irony, 
propaganda, etc.) introduces the human element.
